The heaviest 
belt of Whit« and Norway pine in tlie 
state lien tributary to the Wisconsin 
river just north of here. This belt is 
eighteen miles wide and forty mile's 
long. All the driving streams above 
here pass through this tract of pine, 
and the railroads bring other timber 
tributary, not secured or conveyed 
by the Wisconsin river. It is esti- 
mated that this great licit possesses 
nearly 700,000,000 feet of pine, which 
IB increasing in estimate ns fast as it 
18 cut. 
BenidoH this vast amount of 


pine it is also estimated Hint there is 
300,000,000 feet of hemlock and large 
quantities of other timber contained 
in this belt. 'It i« conceded hy com- 
petent judges that there is enough 
timber in this section to keep the 
preaent eight mills In Khinelander 
running at their full capacity for the 
next twenty years. 


Twelve miles North-east of here is

Then we have the 
cook and his assistants, as well as the 
coachman (for every well situated Eu- 
ropean keeps coach and horses) and a 
special groom for each horse. Lastly, 
there is the gardener and his underlings. 
Thus it happens that European house- 
holds in India with from twenty to tifty 
servants are rather the rule than the 
csxecption.

Contrary to 
10 popular notion, our chestnut is one- 
f the most wholesome nuts that grow, 
^assessing Jess oil than any other native 
ut. it is too small to be used in tho 
ame way as the European chestnut, as 
. would take* too much time to shell 
hese little nuts for cooking. It could, 
uwever, undoubtedly be improved by 
ultivation, and it is strange that no 
xperiment for the purpose has been 
ndertaken, 
as the large chestnut 


,-ould add variety to our market sup- 
lies. The imported chestnuts are to 
»found only in city markets and at a. 
omparativcly high price. In boilingr 
liestnuts considerably more salt should 


added to the water than is allowed 


0 ordinary vegetables. If a little slit- 
s cut in tho shell when they are to be 
oasted they will cook quicker and will 
01 pop about. 
Tho butternut, which ripens in Sep- 
ernber, is one of the richest and oiliest 
uts we have, and is the only one in 
liis country which is closely allied to 
he true walnut. It is of no especial 
aluo iu cooking, as the excessive 
mount of oil in it gives it a rank flavor 
vhie-h is uot agreeable to everyone.
